he The present concern of the Vepartmant of State would be con 
aidorebly relieved, if not entirely dispelled, Lf irmy, Navy, und Air wore 
to make available for the ClA Sally Summary, cables end telegrans of a 
sensitivity equal to those provided by State. Under such oireums tances 
the content of the Daily Suwmery would more accurately reflect daily 
cable traffic which relates simmificantly to the security of the JS. 
Mereover, uier such circumstcnces the vepartaent of State would undoubtedly 
asx for mere copies of the vaily Summary, thus adjusting the imbalance of 
the present distribution,
